in this day, no 


less than in his own time. He corn- 
batted the idea that dispensing char- 
ity was religion and asserted that by 
habitual 
disphonesty a man might 


acquire wealth and---then give 5 per 
cent, of ft "to chanty, 
beneficences, 
but this was .not real religion. 
Pharisee could adopt any of 
outward forms of religion and 
yet 
not follow the teachings of Jesus nor 
embrace the fundamentals of the re- 
ligion of Christ. If asked what Je- 
sus would reply when Inquiry was 
made of him "What is 
religion'", 
the speaker quoted Another as reply- 
ing. Fellowship 
with God and the 
service of humanity,. Real Christi- 
anity consisted in saving men in their 
individual lives and then organizing 
them into a righteous social 
order. 
There might be perversion of lead- 
ership, of power or of money, but 
this was not stewardship. The doc- 
trine of stewardship inheres in the

He Is Success 


RALEIGH, N. C , July 24—"We 


are running across some very inter- 
esting deaf persons in our employ- 
ment work," said J 
M Robertson 


head of the Bureau for the Deaf of 
the Department of Labor and Print- 
ing. "One of the most unusual 
of 
these is that of a deaf mute employ- 
ed as billing clerk and stenographer 
for a tobacco concern at Danville, 
Va"This fellow attended the North 
Carolina school for the Deaf at jlor. 
ganton almost a helpless but with 
a big- hump on his bac'-c. The older 
he got, the bigger the hump became. 
He bent down, his hand almost touch- 
ing- his feet. This deformity together 
with his deafness was a. great handi- 
cap."He was determined not to allow 
himself to be dependent upon charity. 
He searched many months for work 
and at last found employment with 
a tobacco manufacturer at Danville. 
He has worked hard and has made 
good. We have just received a let- 
ter from his employer telling us what 
he thinks of this deaf mate." 
The letter from the Manager of 
the Tobacco Company is as follows: 
'Henry has been in 
my 
employ 
since 1314. I found him at that «time 
T.-orking in a 
tobacco 
factory 
of 


T»-h;ci» I assumed management. He 
was pasting revenue stamps and labels 
on smoking tobacco, making Sl-00 
per day when at work. I do not sup- 
pose -we operated that departmeru 
more than half the time. Consequent- 
ly he had to get assistance from re- 
latives.

•'He was very anxious to work lull 
time and was anxious to learn to 
ooe-a-e a typewriter.

that would Justify tho mother not to 
nurse her Infant. 
At the very outset 


I wish to say that theao reiisojna are 
not as many as people are In tho hab- 
it of thinking. 
Pediatricians (baby 


specialists- all over tho world have 
reduced the 
long: list 
of 
reasons 


.ijjdlnst maternal nursing that are to 
be found 
In .medical and 
popular 


books on baby hygrlene. Prof. Schick, 
of the Children's Clinic at the Uni- 
versity of Vienna, ha$ Indirectly shed 
a great deal_of light on this subject by 
his investigations on* the nutritional 
icquirement1} of the nursing mother. 


It Is common knowledge that in na- 


ture "something cannot be obtained 
from nothing" 
The milk which the 


nursing mother is producing can only 
be obtained fiom food which shO Is 
consuming, or from the food reserves 
of her own body. The digestive and 
vital machinery of the nursing moth- 
er is put to an extra task, as it must 
provide not only for the subsistence 
and maintenance of the mother but 
also for the manufacture of milk <or 
the 
baby. The 
question 
naturally 


arises, How much extra food is it 
necessary for the nursing' mother to 
consume above and beyond that nec- 
essarv for her own nutritional require- 
ment? 


In a series of investigations, Prof 


Schick has found 
that the 
normal 


nursing mother must be able to digest 
and utilize In her system (metabolize) 
one and one-half times as much food 
as is necessary for her own subsist- 
ence and maintenance of weight 
In 


simple terms, it means tnat the nurs- 
ing mother must eat as much as she 
has been accustomed to eat, and in ad- 
dition take one-half as much more 
for her baby 


Under certain abnormal conditions 


the question arises whether the moth- 
er is able to nurse her baby. 
The 


correct answer can be given only aft- 
er a consideration of the principles of 
nutrition involved in the case 
If the 


condition is such that the mother can 
hardly consume in her system (me- 
tabolize) sufficient food to cover her 
own nutritional needs the prospects 
for nursing will be very pooi. 
The 


act of nursing will stimulate secre- 
tion of milk, to be sure, but this milk 
will be produced not from the food 
given to the mother but from, the 
mother's own body substance 
Con- 


sequently if nursing keeps up the 
mother will be wasting away. When 
the mother is affected with active tu- 
oerculosis she should not nurse her 
baby 
Tuberculosis is a wasting dis- 


ease and medical skill has a hard 
task to perform in seeing that the 
person affected is maintaining her 
weight 
Such an infected 
organism 


will not be able to perform the addi- 
tional work of util'zmg food for the 
extra production of milk 
This holds 


also true for diabetes, which is also 
a wasting disea^ 


There are certain diseases in which 


poisonous substan-ces circulate in the 
blood, diseases of the kidneys and the 
liver, for instance 
In such condi- 


tions maternal nursing is not.advised 
Howeier, V. Reuss has shown in the 


maternal wards of the University of 
Vienna that mothers 111 with nephritis 
(kidney disease) can also successfully 
nurgo their babies. Such diseases as 
neurasthenia, hysteria, idiocy, epilep- 
sy are also not indications 
against 


nursing, In the opinion of such an em- 
inent authority as Professor Flnkol- 
steln of Berlin, provided no physical 
harm will happen to tho infant dur- 
ing the act of nursing. 


There is a widespread belief that 


highly cultured women are tempera- 
mentally.unflt for the act of nursing, 
adn with the spiead of civilized modes 
of life the number of women who are 
able to nurse their infants is con- 
stantly decreasing. 
This belief has 


also been dispioved by a number of 
eminent scientists in Europe 


Since the question of nutrition and 


child welfare is so paramount In Eur- 
ope a great deal of thought has been 
given to this question 
In the opinion 


of European pediatricians 
there 
Is 


only about one pei cent of mothers, 
who, 
for one reason or another, are 


unable to nurse their infants com- 
pletely. 
However, 
conditions 
will 


arise when the nursing mother is not 
able to produce sufficient milk for 
her baby and the supplementing with 
artificial 
foods will 
be 
necessary 


These conditions, and the methods of 
meeting them, will be discussed in our 
next talk

pion gave the Quaker one that he will 
remember. 
Tendler, In hisJeft. handed swinging, 


looked clumsy when compared to the 
agile and graceful

Leonard. It,seemed a shame .at times 
that Tendler ever'was^put Irrthe same 
ring with, such a master as "Leonard. 


There was JK>.round in which Tend- 


•ler was out in front. One would have 
to be charitable to accord the port- 
aider an even break in two' of the fif- 
teen rounds.
